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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 9-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

It has been held that the fiinctional "whereby a rod-shaped central ..." statement (claim 9, 
lines 11-15) and the fiinctional "whereby two lugs ..." statement (claim 10, lines 6-7) do not 
define any structure and accordingly can not serve to distinguish. In re Mason, 114 USPQ 127, 
44 CCPA 937 (1957). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 9-11, as best understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Black (US 4,779,321). 

Re claim 9: Black discloses a bottom extending in longitudinal and transverse directions 
(1 1); a plurality of lug positioning devices (Fig. 20), one at each end of said longitudinal 
direction of said bottom (Fig. 1 shows four), each positioning device extending outward fi-om a 
same side of said bottom and each positioning device including at least one lug opening 
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positioned and sized to receive said lugs of said reaction rod, with an axis of said openings 
located in said transverse direction of said bottom, whereby a rod-shaped central portion of a 
reaction rod may be positioned along said longitudinal length of said bottom, with said lugs of 
said reaction rod inserted into said openings to thereby estabhsh a desired length between said 
lugs, and further said jig being sufficiently open to permit said end portions to be fixed to said 
reaction rod once said lugs are engaged in said jig. 

Re claim 10: Black discloses each said lug positioning device includes four protruding 
members which all project outward fi-om said same side of said bottom (62-63), with a first two 
of said protruding members forming a first lug opening and a second two of said protruding 
members forming a second lug opening, with the said first and second lug openings located in 
the transverse direction across fi-om each other (Fig. 1), whereby two lugs on an end portion of a 
reaction rod may each be located in a respective one of said first and second lug openings. 

Re claim 1 1 : Black discloses the four protruding members comprise of two supporting 
portions (63) and two tension blocks (62 is under tension). 

NOTE: a recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention (a reaction rod; a chassis 
of a vehicle; a wheel axle; a rod-shaped central portion and two end portions; lugs of said 
reaction rod; the "whereby. . ." statements in claims 9-10) must result in a structural difference 
between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed 
invention fi-om the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the intended use, 
then it meets the claim. 

Response to Arguments 
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5 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claims have been considered but are moot in view 
of the new ground(s) of rejection.
